Other exixTiments were car- 
ried on by Charles Goodnight in 
Texas, and Meseom Boyd in On- 
to rin, Canada. All of the experi- 
nii nts have shown that the cross pro- 
duces a mu(h more valualile nnininl 
for meat purposes than straight 
breeding. 

"The gnat advantage of the cat- 
talo lies in the hump, which is one of 
the characteristics transmitted by the 
buffalo in the cross breeding. This 
liump is not a mass of fat, as is pop- 
ularly su|>[>o.;ccl, hut i- formed hy 
neural spines in length fully double 
those of domestic cattle, and also by 
liiiize mnscles which lie nloti;:side and 
1111 up the angle between tlie neural 
spines and the ribs.

the Kentucky W. C. T. U.. of which 
she la prcaident. and that andorre 
ment was regarded by the ultra dry 
element as a bi« asaet for Newman 
until the McChesney machine began 
itamiaing operationa oo the claim 
that Ntwmaa had staked off for 
himself. 

Mrs. Beaochamp Stood By Him.

While It Is 
cooMat mix a Mscult batter, using a 
pint of flour, oae-hair teaspoonful 
salt, two teaspoonfuls of making pow- 
der and a cupful of milk. Drop this In 
the rhebarb br spoonfuls and eook for 
from eight to ten minutes. A pinch of 
frronnd ginger or a few raisins can be 
added If the flavor is liked. 

Rhubarb Jelly.— This maksa a nfee 
i^QBday Vesaert.' because It cab be pre- 
pared the day befbre. Soak one-half 
box of galatiB In halt a evpfnl of coM 
water for an boar. Cook two poaada 
cf rhubarb In a very tittle water and 
when reduced to a pulp sweeten to 
taste. Set aside and cook one enpfUI 
of sugar with one of water for twenty 
mlautea. Stir the soaked gelatta teto 
the boiling alrnp and atlr natlt dis- 
solved. RearaTe from the Are, add 
the rbabarb and set away In a mold 
to cool. 

Rhubarb aponge is made aa fbr JnlTy. 
but when It begins to thicken the beat- 
en whites of three eggs are whipped In 
until the Jelly la quite stiff. Serve with 
whipped creaif or a thin custard mado 
from the yolks of the egga. 

RhubarbCempete.— Aooaipoteh very 
little more trouble than stewing, but 
taiflnltely more attraetlVe when served. 
Roil one eupful of sugar with a wine- 
glass ful of water for live mtnntaar Then 
drop la abort leagtha of rbabarb. a few 
at a time, ao they retain thalr shape. 
Take them out with a skimmer as thev 
become tender and lay In a dlah. Por 
'he alrap over and serve when cold.

Washing Shavsla. 
To wash knitted or crocheted shawls, 
fold them as flat as posaible and lay 

carefully In a pillow case, run through 
at Intervals with basting thread to 
keep flat. Then they should be han- 
dled like other flannel or woolen 
goods, aays the Dallas News. If 
washed separately, obierve the usual 
precautions for woolen goods, gently 
squeezing through the bands and kHep- 
ing the suds and rinsing water of the 
same lukewarm temperature. Take 
out of pillow case but do not hang 
knitted goods up to dry. Put In the 
oven on a big platter, shaking and 
turning occasionally, or lay oa a clear 
cloth In the sunshine.

To a great extent each cow is a law 
unto heraelt ao far aa the most de- 
sirable grain for her to receive Is con- 
cerned, aad it is aa dlfflcult to give 
instnictlona for feeding a cow for high 
production aa it ia to give exact In 
atructiona tar driving a twonnlnuti 
race horse. 

So far as we know no two cowa tb-<t 
have made large recorda and ha\i' 
been developed by different men evi^r 
received the same ration, and 
doubt if any two developed by t'- - 
same man liave ever received exact ; 
the aame feed. The success of a fci^ 
er depends npon hla ability to main- 
tain a proper balance between the 
feeda that are rich in carbohydrates 
and those that are rich In protein. 
Other conditiona also have to bavi> 
very careful attention, so it Is abso- 
lutely Impoaslble to lay down any fixed 
rulea for feeding. 

The secret of aucceaa la to enlarge 
extent the ability to see trouble be- 
fore, you are Into It, and thua be able 
to avoid bad reaulta. Good horse- 
sense and love for the work conat for 
more than anything else.

This, it is said, need cause no 
great alarm, as it is stated in bulle- 
tinaof the I'nitcd Staf.'S IVpart- 
■Mat of Entomology that "at rather 
long and irregular inttrvida cat«r. 
l)illar?i ha\ <• been excessively abund- 
ant in (iitK-rent parts of their ranjre, 
l)ut ninre particularly in the New 
£hgland SUtM." The variety com- 
monly comphdued ot is the tent cat- 
erpillar, which infests bcth fruit and 
shade trees and is conspieudus by 
the unsiRhtiy webs or nests in which 
it makes its home in fees. 
SPARROW A DESTROYER. 
In connection with the problem of 
the destruction of theae caterpillars, 
credit is given the English sparrow 
by James *>poed, eiiitor nf Farm and 
Funily. The sparrow, commonly 
•opposed to be not only worthless 
bat a ndaaaoe, is a bird. Mr. Speed 
states, that destroys untisual num- 
bers of caterpillars. The blue jay 
■too feeds on them. Most birds, it 
iaatated. bya GoverameBt bulletin, 
do not feed on hairy lame ioeh >• 
the citerpillar. 

REUIF METHODS. 

One of the best ways to prevent 
the occupation of trees by the tent 
caterpillar is to prune off the egg 
masses in the spring before the 
leaves are out. Th« egg masses are 
readily conspicuous and with a little 
practice can easily be found. Trees 
apcayed before they leaf are rarely 
troubled with aueh inaecta, it is 
■tated. 

Having hatch, il. tent caterpillars 
•re readily de-stroyei by the use of 
•rienieals such as Paris green. Says 
a bulletin of the Government Hu 
reau. furnished !•> F. K. Merritiian, 
Jefferson county farni expert: 

"Any of the arsenical insecticides 
may be used, as Paris green, Scheele's 
green, arsenate it leiii. etc. The 
firat two are used at the rate of one 
pound to 150 or 200 gallons of water 
and the last at the rate of two pounds 
to fifty gallons of water, the milk of 
lime obtained by -lakin>r two or 
three pounds of stune lime beintr 
added to neutraliie any caustic effect 
of the arsenical on the foliage. Pre 
ferably, however, the jioisons should 
be used in diluff lime--ulphur wash 
or Bordeaux mixture, thus effecting 
• combination treatment for insects 
and funKou? diseases. '')n stone 
fruits, such as cherry, peach and 
plum, arsenicals are lively to cause 
injury to foliage and must be used 
with caution. On such trees the ar- 
Benate of leail is preferable to the 
arsenicals, aa it is less injurious to 
foliage tad oa all trees stieka much 
better. In spraying for the tent 
caterpillar only applications should 
be ojade while the caterpillars are 
yet small, as these succumb more 
nearly fall grown, and prompt treat- 
ment stopo fortbor dofolittloD of the 
trees.'
